Mothers In the wild simply do what comes 
; naturally. They come In all slzes-~a hippopota¬ 
mus weighs four tons and has baby hippos 
; weighing between 80 and 100 lbs. at birth. 

A small. Insect-eating mammal from Mad¬ 
agascar, the tenrec, has as many as 30 Infants 
at a time. Newborn giraffes are 5’3" In height, 
larger than some full-grown people. And, of 
, course, the gestation period for the elephant Is 
two years. 

In most Invertebrate species—animals 
without backbones—a mother’s work Is done 
when she lays her eggs. 

Some Insect mothers even tutor their tots, 
holding their young In the spider’s tangled web 
for about a month after hatching ana warning 
them of danger by thrumming her forelegs 
on the web. 

One amphibian—an Australian frog— 
actually swallows her eggs and they develop 
to maturity Inside her stomach. Propelled by 
a motherly hiccup, the young adults actually 
are “bom” from the mother’s mouth. 

Mammals seem to be most Indispensable 
to their young and for complete motherllness, 
monkeys seem to take the award hands down. 
Most mothers. Including human mothers, do 
what they do because they seem to be gene¬ 
tically prepared to respond specifically to the 
sound, sight and smell of thsir own offspring. 

And that takes us back to human mothers, 
the ones we most want to salute thie week.

John R. Block has announced 
plans for the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture to in¬ 
crease its distributions of sur¬ 
plus food to the needy. 

Besides surplus dairy pro¬ 
ducts, USDA will provide 
rice, flour, honey and corn 
meal, Bloclt said.

Spring is one of the 
desert’s Great Surprises. 
Suddenly the somber 
earth gives birth to a 
riotous myriad of colors 
— wildflowers, from tiny 
'‘belly flowers” to stately 
yucca. The children of 
the rain, in wet years, 
carpet vast valleys and 
hillsides with Persian 
tapestries of vivid hues. 

Our weekend trek to 
the desert took us east, 
past Barstow, where 
mile after mile of cream- 
cups and coreopsis col¬ 
ored the desert golden as 
far as the eye could see. 
Further along were pat¬ 
ches of purple lupin and 
scatterings of Matilija 
poppy, orange mallow, 
lavender sand verbena, 
cerise and magenta cac¬ 
tus blooms and blue 
penny royal. 

In Barstow we stopped 
at the Barstow Station 
on Main Street, a wild 
and wonderful conglo¬ 
meration of old railroad 
cars, hitched together 
helter-skelter to encom¬ 
pass a kaleidoscope fan¬ 


tasy of toys, gim-cracks 
and goodies. 

Our weekend adventure 
was a get-together of the 
Desert Trail Association, 
an organization of desert 
lovers who alternate be¬ 
tween hiking treks for the 
serious masochists and 
car camps for the whole 
family. 

Previous car camps 
have included visits to 
turquoise mines, fossil 
sites and Death Valley 
environs. This one con¬ 
tained a double whammy. 

Whammy #1 was the 
Devil’s Playground, 
near Kelso, one of the lar¬ 
gest sand dune areas in 
America—over 200 square 
miles of dunes. Formerly 
one of Southern Califor¬ 
nia’s popular dune buggy 
havens, the area is now 
closed to Rvs. Wind 
and the shifting sands 
have totally erased the 
previous criss-cross 
tracks and the slopes are 
pristine once again. 

We left the sand behind 
and trekked up the Foshay 
Pass road for Whammy 
the old Vulcan Mine, 
worked by Kaiser Steel 


in the ’40s. The 2-year- 
olds— one human and 
one canine — were se¬ 
curely taken in hand, 
with near-bottomless pits 
scattered about the land¬ 
scape. One crater had 
become a huge well, its 
greenish waters and ver¬ 
tical sides resembling the 
ancient sacrificial cenotes 
of the Mayans. 

Here we explored 
the world in microcosm, 
gazing in awe at crystal¬ 
line scenes emerging 
magically under magnify¬ 
ing glasses from rocks 
strewn about the site. 
Our minerologists in 
the group identified cal- 
cite, magnetite, iron 
pyrite, hemetite and 
serpentine, each with its 
fantasy scope of dazzling 
colors and shapes. 

We made a loop trip 
to Interstate 40 by way 
of Mitchell Caverns, an¬ 
other fascinating desert 
spot. Along the way we 
rescued a baby desert ! 
tortoise who had deci¬ 
ded to cross the road, 
carrying him to the other 
side in the direction he 
had predelermined.

One of my more vivid recollections of athletic 
and sporting events in my home town of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre was the annual trail race from the Pacific Electric 
Station on Baldwin Avenue to Orchard Camp and 
back. This race begun in 1908, continued until the 
onset of WWIl, and was not resumed until 1966. 

It was, and still is, a grueling 4'A-mile roundtrip 
( 8.6 actual miles overall) in the heat of summer, open 
to various age groups, competing against the clock 
with staggered starts. From the time that I was 
old enough to compete, it was a challenge that I 
could not ignore. 

I was 13 years old at the time and in superb 
condition by countless excursions into those same 
mountains, playing baseball and football, as well as 
having participated in track. I just naturally figured 
that I would win hands down. 

Little did I realize that other boys of my age 
from all over the San Gabriel Valley, and possibly 
beyond, also had their sights set on winning this 
most coveted award, a little tin cup that cost perhaps 
ten cents at that time. 

But it was the honor of the thing, and the fact 
that there was competition of unknown quality, led 
me down the garden path of overconfidence. 

I knew that as far as the local kids were con¬ 
cerned I could dispose of them with little effort, and 
1 just naturally figured that any outsiders were in 
about the same class as the locals. Boy, was I ever 
mistaken. 

In the first place, the unknown competition 
had been practicing for the event for several months, 
not just hiking in the hills, but racing for endurance, 
wind and stamina. On the other hand, I was so con¬ 
fident that I gave little thought to such training and 
devoted even less effort toward the race than my 
normal hiking activities would provide. 

The unknown entrants, however, had not only 
prepared physically but were outfitted in the proper 
attire for comfort and convenience. Whereas, I ran 
barefooted out of necessity and wore coveralls, they 
had tennis shoes, running shorts and shirts. 

The contrast between the local yokel and the 
imports was startling to behold and though most of 
the onlookers were my friends they must have won¬ 
dered how in the world I could compete against 


such well dressed entrants. But it was not exactly a 
runaway. 

With the sight of the first runners taking off 
in timed sequence, my adrenaline began to pump 
faster, as I waited my turn near the tail end of my 
age group. When my turn finally arrived, I was pretty 
wound up and perhaps overdid my initial start. Feel¬ 
ing in my prime, with a blush of self-confidence, 

I figured at the very least that I could pass the first 
of the starters somewhere around First Water. This 
was a point on the trail about half way to Orchard 
Camp where a small spring provided good drinking 
water. 

The morning of the race was terribly hot and 
the burning pavement on the first leg of the journey 
up Baldwin Avenue was something that I had not 
taken into serious consideration. My normally bare 
feet were accustomed to hot weather and rou^ sur¬ 
faces, and under normal circumstances I could take 
advantage of shady areas, smoother surfaces and 
could literally pick and choose my own routes. 

In this race, however I ws« confined to the area 
of the street proper, within the curbs, and this restric¬ 
tion was the beginning of my undoing. 

By the time I reached Mira Monte Avenue, 
where the route turned eastward toward the begin¬ 
ning of the dirt trail, my poor feet were starting to 
give me trouble, and my grand idea of catching the 
competition at First Water, or at least Orchard 
Camp, was fast becoming more and more elusive. 

If only I had been able to wear shoes, any shoes, 
until the beginning of the trail. But circumstances 
during the depression allowed for only one pair for 
school and dress-up, so I did the best that could be 
done. So I ran up Baldwin Avenue in whatever shade 
I could find along the east side, which proved to 
be much cooler to my feet. But that section along 
the curb was also much rougher than in the warmer 
section of the street^ so as a consequence my poor 
feet were begiiming to be tom to pieces by the sharper 
stones in the pavement. 1 then began to wonder, if 
indeed, I had made an even more stupid decision 
to elect shade over smoothness. 

But, at long last, I came to the beginning of the 
dirt path at Lizzie’s Trail Inn, and the much softer 
and cooler surface of the earth was a real blessing. 
Though battered and somewhat the worse for wear 
and tear, my aching feet began to feel better almost 
immediately and my pace began to quicken. 

On the trail climbing into Little Santa Anita 
Canyon, I really began to pom it on, and could sec 
in the distance some of the earlier starters. Slowly, 

I began to shorten the distance until I had several of 
them in my sights for a passing maneuver where it 
could be done safely. First Water came and went 


without any thought of a short pause and a refresh¬ 
ing drink. There was simply no time for such activity, 
The best thing that I could do was to put the whole 
idea out of my mind and concentrate on the com¬ 
petition on the long trail ahead. 

Pulling into Orchard Camp, an old and familiar 
place to me from more leisurely approaches, I 
checked in and was told that I could take a five- 
minute break before starting back. My only thought, 
however, was to get the formalities over and to be on 
my way, and that is exactly what transpired. No 
sooner had I been officially checked in, than I began 
the long run back down the trail in furious pursuit of 
that ego maniac who had almost run me off the 
trail, and who was by now, undoubtedly beginning 
to believe that he had the race in the bag. Despite the 
fact, that my feet were now so blistered that I could 
hardly think of anything else, I set a furious pace 
down the trail, and I too, committed the same rude 
and unsafe passing maneuver that I had condemned 
my toughest competitor of doing. 

Rounding the bend that crosses over the major 
firebreak along the lower reaches of the trail below 
First Water, 1 saw my competitor about to make 
the last turn in the trail leading to the long straight¬ 
way just above the Tavern. 

I knew that when I reached the pavement on 
Mira Monte again, that it would be much hotter than 
it had been earlier that morning, and that it would 
take all of my resolve to even complete the race. 

And, how right I was in that regard. 

The first few steps on that hot, rough pavement, 
were agony and now I was beginning to leave partial 
footprints. My toughest competitor would win and 
I would finish second. Instead of getting that ten 
cent cup for my agonizing efforts, I would be given 
an even cheaper ribbon instead. 

But there was nothing that anybody could have 
done to alter the situation, and though I did not win 
for probably the first time in my life, it would not 
be the last time.

Class of ’48 remembers —plans next reunion

What started as a tentative letter to the Sierra 
Madre News dated Oct. 28, 1982, ended as a full¬ 
blown anniversary of the Sierra Madre Grammar 
School graduating class of 1948 last month, the 35th 
anniversary of that commencement. And members 
from Southern California were joined by classmates 
from as far away as Albany, N.Y. and Atlanta, Ga. 

The original letter written by Sam (Samo) Has- 
kings “plEinted a seed that germinated into the full- 
fledged gathering,” says Shirlee Davis Cullen, 
referring to that “tentative letter" written to the 
Sierra Madre News. 

One of the first people to respond was Carol 
Emmerling Callaghan who was promptly drafted as 
coordinator and given the job of tracking dow n 
members of the class. As soon as she contacted Diane 
.Armstrong Prossen, letters began to fly and tele¬ 
phones were kept busy. 

"The graduation ceremony was held in the 
school auditorium and wees followed by a dance at 
what was then known as the 'Park House* (now the 
Senior Citizens Center). In 1948 it was the only park 
in town so one didn't need to refer to it by name,” 
Cullen explains. 

"It seemed fitting that the reunion dinner be 
held in the same locale, follow ing a tour of the 
school.” Marie Salandra, the present principal, 
opened the school, and classmates, husbands and 
wives met at the front of the school. 

" After the initial recognition, greetings, ques¬ 
tions and answers were exchanged, the tour began. 
Surprisingly, the changes to the building are few ... 
The fireplace screen with its big black spider and 
web decoration were still in place ... While redis- 
cov ering the cafeteria where so many lunches were 
consumed (12 cents for meat, potatoes and gravy, 
a vegetable and des.sert!) one voice tentatively began 
singing the old school song and w eis instantly joined 
by 34 others. No one had forgotten it or Yerda 
.Adams, the beloved fourth grade teacher who penned 
the words. 

“The classrooms, too are unchanged. The cloak- 


uppercuts Betty Newton used to deliver to our chins 
when we wouldn’t stop chattering during class?’... 
Photos were snapped all evening long, addresses 
were exchanged, plans got underway for another 
get-together in five years’ time, and suddenly the 
evening was gone—midnight and time to turn out 
the lights—just like graduation night.” 

That’s what dreams are made of, and those 
dreams turned into reality for our writer, Shirlee 
Davis Cullen, and all the friends from the class of 
1948.
